‘agostino Montesano Believed to 
Be the Victim of a Con- 
spiracy. 


FOUR SERIOUS DAGGER WOUNDS 


Awoke With the Sting of the Stiletto 
and Assassin Escaped in 
the Darkness. 


Evidence that the Mafia society is at 
work in St. Louis is found,- according to 
the police, in the serious and perhaps fatal 
wounding, under mysterious circumstances, 
of Fragostino Montesano, an Italian, early 
Baturday morning. 

The police report that Montesano was the 
victim of an attempted assassination while 
he slept, and that the absence of robbery 
or other motive for the attack proves that 
the attempt was made by an agent of a se- 
cret society of vengeance. 

Montesano was-stabbed four times witha 
stiletto, and, according to the City Dis- 
pensary physicians, is in a serious condi- 
tion. Three of the wounds are in his neck. 
Theefourth is in his abdomen. 

Montesano claims that he was sleeping. 
with doors and windows open for alr, in his 
room at 516 South Third street early Sat- 
urday morning. when he was awakened by 
a sharp, stinging sensation in his neck. 
As he sprang from his bed he felt a sharp 
pain in his abdomen. 

The room was dark. but across the coor- 
way was a faint light that came in from a 
street lamp. As Montesano stood upright, 
he heard light, hurried footfalls and saw 
the crouching form of a man outlined 
faintly against the doorway. 

Montegsaro called for help, and persons 
who came with a licht found that he had 
been stabbed. Blood was flowing copiously 
from his four wounds. At the dispensary 
Montesano .refused to go to the hospital and 
was taken back to his room. 

Montesano lives in an Italian colony, and 
the other residents of the neighborhood 
geem to share the belief of the police that 
the Mafia or some similar secret body is 
back of the.attempt on his life. They will 
not talk much, seeming to fear a similar 
visitation upon themselves.

In an effort to arouse his sleeping wife 
and three children, Albert Ofner of 65097 
Arsenal avenue, and his 20-year-old son, 
Charles, were caught with the rest of the 
fainily on the upper floor of their burning 
home early Saturday morning. 

The fire burned away the stairs almost 
as soon as the two men had hurried up 
them, and for several minutes there was no 
means of escape. 

Fortunately for the family a policeman 
had seen the fire and turned in an alarm. 
Firemen arrived in time to place ladders to 
the second-story porch before the family 
had been suffocated by the dense volume 
of smoke that enveloped the house. 

The house is two stories in height, the 
first of brick, and the upper one of 
frame. Ofner has a bakery and confec- 
tionery store, with an oven in the rear, 
of the first floor; upstairs is the family 
dwelling. Saturday morning Ofner and 
his son, Charles, were at work at the 
when they found that the house 
was on fire. Flames were spreading 
rapidly to the front part of the building, 
and had already attacked the stairway. 
The father and son sprang up the stalir- 
way, caHing to Mrs. Ofner and the Chil- 
dren. They had barely reached the top 
when the entire stairway was wrapped 
in fiame and their return was cut off. 
Mrs. Ofner\ana the children, Harry, 17 
years old; Ida, 14, and Jgsie, 10, were 
awakened. Their rooms were filled with 
smoke, and the crackling of the flames 
and the oder of burning wood came to 
their rescuets plainly. 

The entfre family ran to the _ front 
porch, where the heat and smoke were 
less dense, and sought vainly for some 
means to escape. 

Just as the fire was coming dangerous- 
ly close to them an engine company 
came at a rapid run. Ledders were 
placed to the porch and quick work res- 
cued all of the family. 

The entire interior of house was 
ruined, but the loss is covered by insur- 
ance.

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MURDER 
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Mrs. Lillie Maude Evans of Kansas 
City Killed in Her Home 
by Husband. 


EVANS THEN SHOT HIMSELF 


‘Mrs. Evans Became Well Known Dur- 


ing the Teamsters’ Strike, When 
She Drove Transfer Wagon. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo, Aug. 15.—George B. 
Evans, manager of the American Transfer 
Co., murdered his wife, Mrs. Lillie Maude 
Evans, in, a most cold-blooded manner at 
their home in the southern portion of the 
city early today. Later he was fotind dead 
in Mount St. Mary’s Cemetery, two miles 
distant, having shot himself. 

Mrs. Evans was attacked as she lay 
asleep. According to the hired girl, the 
only witness to the tragedy, Mvans entered 
his wife's apartments at about daylight 
and fired two shots at her. Neither took 
effect, and then, dragging Mrs. Evans 
‘toward him by the hair, ho deliberately 
placed his revolver against the back of 
her neck and fired. The shot literally blew 
the woman's head off. 

In the dim Hght the hired girl was unable 
to recognize the murderer positively as 
Evans, but informed the police when the 
alarm was given that she believed she 
recognized the voice as his. 

Evans escaped, and his body was found 
only after several hours’ search. 

Mrs. Evans, who was 2% years old, was 
a society woman. She was married. to 
Evans in 1898. Last Wednesday she filed 
suit for civorce, alleging drunkenness and 
cruelty, and at the same tfme brought suit 
demanding that her husband pay $800 for 
rent of the barn occupied by the company 
of which he is manager. The property, 
Mrs. Evans asserts, belonged to her, and, 
in addition, she asked an order restraining 
Evans from disposing of two valuable race 
horses and other property, which she said 
also belonged to her. 

Mrs. Evans attracted much attention last 
March during the teamsters’ strike by driv- 
ing one of her husband's transfer wagons. 
which the regular driver refused to take 
out of the barns for fear of violence at the 
hands of the strikers. Mrs. Evans made 
several trips, perched on the seat of a big 
truck. between her husband's barns and 
the freight houses, driving fearlessly 
through crowds of jeering strikers. Once. 
when some of the strikers tried to cut the 
horses’ traces, she lashed the men with her 
whip amd proceeded without being further 
molested. 

Two years ago Mrs. Evans also gained 
some notoriety by horsewhipping a man 
who had attempted to flirt with her.

He Didn’t Know That the Garbage 
Contract Called for Collection 
Every Day. 


WILL INVESTIGATE AT ONCE 


Orders to Housekeepers to Use Cer- 
tain Kind of Receptacle Also 
- Emanated From Another 
Source. 
Health Commissioner Simon explained to 


the Post-Dispatch Saturday morning that 
the circular announcing tri-weekly garbage 


collections, to which his name is attached, 
was issued by order of the board of health 
and.that Mayor Wells was present at the 
meeting which directed. that the circular be 
distributed. Police Commissioner William 
G. Frye was also present, Dr. Simon said, 
and, at his suggestion, it was decided to 
have the circulars distributed by the po- 
lice. 
Dr. Simon said further that Assistant 
Health Commissioner Francfs drew up the 
circular and that after receiving the first 
printed copies of the circular that he 
(Simon) took one to Mayor Wells. 
Dr. Simon kept a copy of the original 
circular. He showed it to the Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday morning. It was dated 
May 28 and is printed exclusively in black 
ink. 
Since that time another edition of the 
circular has been given the police for dis- 
tribution. On this the date is changed to 
July 10, a red star appears opposite Sec. 
678—the section describing a legal garbage 
receptacle—and on the top of the circular 
these lines have been added in red letter- 
ing: 
“Warning to hoyseholders: Read Sec. 678 
before purchasing your garbage recep- 
tacles.”’ 


Suggested Warning 
to Householders. 


“T took office on May 12," said Dr. Simon 
Saturday morning, ‘“‘and I at once made 
general inquiries as to the subject of gar- 
‘ bage from Mr. Francis, who was assistant 
health commissioner under my predecessor, 

“He told me that the system was for the 
garbage to be collected three times a week, 
He said that one of the troubles was that 
the householders did not use the proper 
‘kind of receptacles. 

“T at once suggested that we get out a 
notice to the householders explaining what 
they should do and also what was ex- 
pected of the contractor. 

“At that time I knew nothing about the 
daily collection clause in the contract. All 
I knew was that the garbage was not peing 
collected well in my neighborhood and 
other neighborhoods and I wanted the gar- 
bage hauled, if possible. 

“Mr. Francis drew up the circular and it 
was presented to the board, which ap- 
proved the idea and directed the issuing 
of the circular. 

“On the circular which I approved and 
took to the mayor, there was no red let- 
tering and no ‘warning to housekeepers.’ 
Somebody has added that since. 


To Investigate Tri-Weekly 


Collection Clause. 


“I had been in office only a few weeks 
when the circular was issued and I had no 
time that early to familiarize myself with 
the subject. 

“Now that I have looked into the matter 
somewhat I am going to do just as I have 
already said in the Post- Dispatch—get to 
the bottom of this three-days-a-week ar- 
rangement. The fact that my name ap- 
pears on that circular certainly does not 
méan any ohange of base on my part. 

“Either at next Monday's or Thursday's 

meeting of the board of health I shall call 
.up the matter. I think we will not have 
much difficulty in ascertaining how the ar- 
Tangement happened to be made. 
'“T am in favor of taking such action as 
will most benefit the city.. If the contrac- 
tor can be forced to take up the garbage 
daily I approve of makin him do so and 
repudiating the three-day ‘compromise.’ 

“The three-day arrangement, even were 
it continued, would not be so bad. if even 
that were carried out. But proper. garbage 
collections are not made every other day. 

“The garbage contractor is expected to 
remove dead animals as well as garbage. 
A dead horse has been lying for two days 
in an alley within a few blocks of my 
home. Complaint was made to me this 
morning and I investigated myself and, 
telephoned the hauling company.’

HOLY, SAYS PRIEST

Church Authorities Probably Inspired 
Sermon Attacking Stories of 
Wonderful Cures. 


Special to the Post-Diepatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—Time honored tradi- 
tions of the Roman Catholics of eastern 
Wisconsin were declared unfounded by 
Father J. J. Keenan of Fond du Lac, in the 
course of a sermon in 8t. Patrick’s Church 
in that city last Sunday. What makes 
Father Keenan's declarations in opposition 
to Holy Hill more effective among his 
people is the belief that they were inspired 
by the leaders of the church in the state 
and were timed to head off the annual 
pilgrimage. 

In many of the priest's declarations he 
is supported by Bishop Muldoon, who, 
while asserting that he knows nothing of 
this particular shrine, says that any belief 
in the supernatural curative powers of any 
place, edifice, or inanimate object is for- 
bidden by the teachings of the church. 
There is this difference, however, that while 
in the reports of Father Keenan’s sermon 
he appears to have denied any good results 
of the pilgrimages, Bishop Muldoon sees 
a certain value in them, and says that al- 
though traditions of the holiness of a place 
may be unfounded, still if the pilgrims be- 
lieve them they will pray with more fervor 
and faith and to that extent their prayers 
will be more acceptable and more likely to 
be answered. 

In his sermon Father Keenan treated the 
subject of the Holy Hill shrine as follows: 


What Father 
Keenan Said. 


“There is a proverb that runs; ‘When 
God builds a church, the devil puts a chapel 
there.’ So we find sacred places and sacred 
names copied and used for temporal advan- 
tage. It is thus with Holy hill. I was pas- 
tor near that place before the misnomer 
was applied. The only reason I can find 
for the use of the name is that a murderer 
lived the life of a hermit and died on the 


top of the ill. It also is claimed that Fath- 
er Marquetie took observations from the 
hill while seeking to locate the source of 
Rock river. 

“Shortly after the hermit’s death a priest 
from Milwaukee built a chapel on the hill, 
intending it as a shrine. Next some of the 
clergy advocated having services there on 
certain days, and the ‘Way of the Cross’ 
has been added to the chapel. It has been 
claimed that wonderful things have taken 
place there, but no case has stood investi- 
sation. Tne church never approved of the 
place ag a shrine, and persons who gO 
there should go for recreation.” 

“I know little of Holy hill, and do not 
wish to comment on what Father Keenan 
is reported to have said, but I will tell you 
the position of the church in regard to such 
matters,’’ said Bishop Muldo@n last even- 
ing. “It ought to be unders¥hod by this 
time that the church neithér teaches nor 
believes in the supernatural curative pow - 
ers of any inanimate object. The power 
of God alone can accomplish the supernat- 
ural or miraculous. Anything in the sur- 
roundings or in a person's sentiments re- 
garding a place that will excite greater 
devotion and greater faith tn the supplil- 
cant makes his prayers so much more 
ae to mee 5 and so much more likely 
o be answered, if it is pro ’

“Lord” F. Seymour Barrington is as- 
sured of undying fame, whether he is ac- 
quitted or convicted of murder by the 8t.

The “‘lord’’ has been done into melodrama

than any that Lincoln J. Carter ever gave 
forth, and the play has been accepted by 
managers. 

There are villains—of whom the “lord” 
is chief—for every scene; an innocent, but 
misjudged younger brother, a tearful and 
much harassed heroine, and a place for a 
buxom woman to cavort in short dresses 
and pose as an ingenue who wants to 
marry the light comedy man. Contrary 
to precedent, however, this “‘kidlet’’ couple 
fail to thwart any of the villains at any 
place in the “‘drama."’ This is clearly an 
oversight and will probably be corrected. 


Act I. 

True to the traditions of the way in which 
the first melodrama was built, the play 
opens in an old English castle, where the 
real Lord Barrington has died, supposedly 
as the result of an electrical shock. The 
lord leaves a charming widow, whose part 
it is to have tears in her eyes and sobs 
in fer throat for four full acts. There is 
also a younger brother, who is loved by 
the lady. 

When there appears a doubt of the acci- 
dental origin of Lord Barrington's death, 
the younger brother is promptly suspected. 
He in turn suspects Lady Barrington of 
having got rid of her aged spouse, gallantly 
makes no profession of innocence, and is 
duly sent to prison.

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RUSSIA MOVES 


ON THE SULTAN) 


Black Sea Squadron Ordered to Pro- 
ceed at Once to Turkish 
Waters. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 15.—A squad- 
ron of the Russian Black Sea fleet has 
been ordered to sail for Turkish waters. 
Notification of this move has been tele- 


| 8raphed from Sebastopol to the Russian 


ambassador at Constantinople. 

The dspatch of the squadron is intend- 
ed to empasize Russia’s intention of ex- 
acting complete compliance with her de- 
mands as to satisfaction for the murder by 
a Turkish gendarme of her consul at Mon- 
astir. 

Dispatches from Constantinople yester- 
day said that the murderers of the consul 
had been put to death and the governor 
of the province banished. 

On Aug. 11 Count Lamedorff, the foreign 
minister, telegraphed to M. Zinovieff, Rus- 
sian ambassador at Constantinople, that 
neither the Sultan’s expression of regret, 
the visit of Prince Ahmed, the Sultan’s 
son, to the ambassador, nor the expres- 
siens of sympathy by the grand vizier and 
other high Turkish dignitaries was consid- 
ered to be adequate satisfaction ¢for the 
murder of M. Rostkovski. 

When M. St. Cherbina, the Russian con- 
sul, was murdered at Mitrovitza, continued 
Count Lamadorff, the Czar took into ac- 
count the fact that the murderer was an 
Albanian whose tribe was in rebellion 
against the government. The outrage at 
Monastir, however, was of quite another 
character, and called for the severest pun- 
ishment. The Czar, therefore, ordered that 
no promises on the part of the Turkish 
government should be accepted, but that 
demands should be made as follows: 

The immediate severe punishment of the 
murderer, the arrest and exemplary punish- 
ment of the person who fired at M. Rost- 
koveki’s carriage, the immediate produc- 
tion of positive proofs that the vali of 
Monastir has been actually banished, the 
immediate severe punishment of all the 
civil and military officials responsible for 
the murder. 

In addition to these demands, Ambassa- 
dor Zinovieff was instructed. as a means of 
general pacification in the vilayet of Mon- 
astir, to make the following demands: 

he immediate severe punishment of all 
Turkish officials regarding whose outrage- 
ous behavior a report was made by the 
director of the Russian consulate at Uskub, 
after making a tour of the vilayet of 
Kossovo in company with the Austrian con- 
sul: the reinstatement of Ismatl Hakki, 
who was dismissed. but whose efficiency 
was endorsed by Hilmi Pasha, inspector- 
general of Macedonia: the immediate re- 
lease of the peasants on whom, according 
to the reports of the Russian and Austrian 
consuls, the Turks perpetrated atrocities; 
the instant dismissal] and punishment of the 
officials of the administration of Salonica, 
and Prisrend, whose malpractices have 
been brought to light, and finally that the 
foreign officers employed in Macedonia 
shall tmmediately enroll fresh gendarmery 
and police for the requisite protection of the 
peaceable population and the introduction 
of legislative order. 

On Aug. 12 Count Lamsdorff telegraphed 
to the Russian diplomatic agent at Sofia

UN PRIVATE YACHTS 


Over $50,000,000 Required Annually 
_to Keep Up the Luxurious 
American Fleet. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—As the date of 
the beginning of the international yacht 
races approaches popular ®térest in the 
contest becomes mote acute than ever be- 
fore since the victory of the old America 
more than half a century ago. Few per- 
sons are aware of the number of yachts 
enrolled in the aggregate in the great 
pleasure and racing fleet on this side of 
the Atlantic or of the tied-up capital that 
they represent. 

It is a fact as significant as it !s tnterest- 
ing that more than $50,000,000 is invested in 
Amertca’s yachting ficet, and of this fully 
$40,000,000 Is invested in steam yachts. The 
latter number more than 6 vessels. 

The approximate annual cost of running 
this fleet may be figured as follows: Wages 
of 5000 professionals, seamen, engineers, 
liremen, cooks, stewards, waiters and coal 
passers, $1,500,000; stores, including ice, pro- 
visions, wine and entertaining, $3,500,000; 
repairs of all kinds and insurance, $1.000,0%.

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EVER A POPULAR IDOL 
IN WORLD OF SPORT 
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Jeffries’ Left and Right to Stomach, Which 
Floored Him in Tenth Round, Were the 
Last He Will Receive. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 15.—According to 
the official count, 10,069 people viewed the 
contest between Corbett and Jeffries. The 
gross receipts amounted to $62,440. Of this 
gum, the fighters received 70 per cent, or 
$43,628, which was divided 75 per cent to 
the winner and 25 to the loser. For his 
victory Jeffries is enr-ched to the extent 
of $33,728, while Corbett gets $10,910. 

The crowd was the largest ever assembled 
at a ringside in this country, and the third 
largest sum in dollars and cents ever con- 
tested for. The two that exceeded it in re- 
ceipts were the Corbett-Joffries fight at 
Coney Island, New York, $66,000, and the 
Corbett-McCoy fight at Madison Square 
Garden, New York, $63.00. 

There was practically very little money 
bet on the fight at the local poolrooms. 
The heaviest .money wagered was by 
friends of Jeffries, who came up from 
southern California to see the champion 
win. Nearly all the money went at the 
odds of 2 to 1 in Jeffries’ favor. ‘The rea- 
sor given for so little betting is generally 
conceded to be that the betting public had 
little confidence in Corbett’s chances. 
Jeffries played with Jim Corbett for nine 
rounds and a half last night and then Cor- 
bett’s seconds motioned Referee Graney to 
stop the fight in order to save their man 
from neediess punishment. 

The end came shortly after the begin- 
nirg of the tenth round, when Jeffries 
planted one of his terrific left swings on 
Corbett’'s stomach. The man who con- 
quered John L. Sullivan dropped to the 
jloor tn agony and the memorable scene 
at Carson City, when Bob Fitzsimmons 
landed his solar plexus blow, was almost 
duplicated. 

This time. however, Corbett struggled to 
h's feet and again faced his gigantic ad- 
versary. With hardly a moment's hesi- 
tation, Jeffries swung his right and again 
landed on Corbett’s stomach. Jim dropped 
to the floor and then it was that Tommy 
Ryan, claiming that it was all over, mo- 
tloned to Referee Graney to stop the pun- 
ishment. 

The fight last night demonstrated beyond 
all doubt that Jeffries stands alone in his 
clase. 

After the fight was over Corbett quick- 
ly recovered, walked over to Jeffries and 
shook him warmly by the hand. He said: 

“Jim, you beat me fairly. You are too 
strong and big for me. You stand alone. 
No one can touch you.” 

Ten thousand men saw the fight, repre- 
senting an expenditure for seating accom- 
modations aggregating $54,000. 


Graney Calls It 
A Good Battle. 


Referee Eddie Graney said after the fight 
that it was a good heavyweight contest 

“Corbett was very clever, but Jeffries 
was almost equally so, and showed marvel- 
ous improvement. He practically out-boxed 
Corbett during the fight with the excep- 
tions of the eighth and ninth rounds. Ev- 
ery blow that he landed told, and with 
his superior weight and strength was 
bound to win in the end.” 

Timekeeper George Herting stated that 
the blows that won the fight was a left 
to the stomach, followed by a right to 
the same place as soon as Corbett arose 
on his feet, after taking the count of nine. 

A new wrinkle in caring for a man dur- 
ing the minute’s interval of rest from 
fighting in each round was brought out 
by Corbett's handlers. Instead of seconds 
waving fans and towels and stirring up the 
vitiated air in the pavilion, Corbett had 
an immense tank of oxygen concealed un- 
der the ring platform in his corner. To 
this was attached a long rubber tube. on 
the end of which was a.spraying machine. 
As Corbett returned to his corner each 
time a stream of oxygen was sprayed on 
his face. It had a remarkably reviving 
effect. 


Showed Corbett 
Not the Man He Was. 


The new wrinkle had been used in Cor- 
bett’s training. but the pwhlic knew noth- 
ing of it and was greatly mystified at 
first last night at the fpilure of Corbett's 
handlers to do the usual stunts.

Of these muscles Corbett has been’ very 
proud, but in last night's battle they served 
little more than to supply a firm landing 
place for the boiler maker's massive fists. 

That his muscular development aided 
Corbett’s hitting powers was not in evi- 
dence. He &d land on Jeffries and on oc- 
casions landed hard, but he might just as 
well have spent his energy on a giant 
punching bag. 


Corbett Was a Little 


Bigger, but Slower. 

Corbett looked bigger than before, but 
the story of scales reveals but little actual 
gain. He was also considerably slower, 
and except for the occasional] return to his 
old agile self, he showed himself almost as 
lumbering as his big opponent. 

His foot work, once so wonderful, seems 
to have gone with his old time speed, and 
hardly once during the engagement was 
that famous side-step put into action. 

As the men faced each other in the ring 
the contrast was startling. On the one 
hand was virility personified, on the other 
artificial strength. 

Many comments were made as the two 
men stood up to talk with the _ referee. 
Jeffries looked like a great bull, with 
bulging muscles and immense, burly legs, 
while Corbett was the slight, graceful ath- 
lete, with legs that looked almost too thin 
to bear him up against a rush of his mon- 
ster antagonist. The comparison seemed 
to somewhat dishearten the Corbett sup- 
porters, for they muttered ‘‘He can never 
do it.” And yet they didn't let the as- 
pirant for the championship know this, for 
his every movement was cheered to the 
echo. 


Long-famed Cleverness 
Availed Him Nothing. 


Corbett's long-famed cleverness availed 
him little against the overwhelming rushes 
of his opponent. It saved him an occasion- 
al ugly swing and possibly postponed the 
inevitable, but it lacked the support of 
fresh, youthful strength that made him fa- 
mous in the past. 

With his speed and clevernesa Corbett’s 
power ef quick thought seems also to have 
vanished. Jeff left opening after opening-- 
openings that the Corbett that was would 
have followed promptly and effectively, 
but which the Corbett of last night saw 
only too late, and seeing, found in them 
only tncentive for a smile. As if to show 
something of his control over his nimble 
fists and his ability to send them where 
he pleased, Corbett beat an occasional tat- 
too on th® boiler maker's broad visage, but 
it was not fighting, and Jeffries was not 
there for mere boxing purposes. 

From Jeffries’ side of the contest all was 
comparatively smooth sailing. His target 
was elusive, but that was all. The boiler 
maker blocked a good deal of whet was 
sent him, but such as Corbett allowed to 
land made little impression and discom- 
moded him not at all. Corbett worked hard 
and he made Jeffries do some lively sprint- 
ing on occasions.

That Corbett is still a popular idol in the 
world of sport was evidenced by the wild 
shout which filled the pavilion, when in 
the fourth round, for a brief spell, he gave 
a lively imitation of the man that whipped 
John L. Sullivan. It was hie first bit of real 
fighting in the whole contest and in that 
wild cry of recognition Corbett must have 
got some compensation for his long period 
of body-building. 

Not a sound was heard in the big amphi- 
theater as the men arose to begin the bat- 
tle. Jeffries, crouching low, as is his wont, 
feinted, and Corbett danced around him, 
sizing up the giant. Suddenly Jeffries 
great left arm shot out, but Corbett ducked, 
allowing it to go calmly over his head, 
while he clinched. The break was slow 
and Jeffries put a light left to Corbett’s 
ribs, and as they broke Jim put his right 
over Jeffries’ heart and then clinched. 

Corbett stayed close to the big fellow and 
kept battering away with his right fist, 
but did not appear to be hurting the 
champion. On the break both men exer- 
cised great care, but Jeffries slowly forced 
his man across the ring, and landed his 
left on Corbett's body. 


Corbett Changed His 


Style of Fighting. 

It was noticed with no small degree of 
surprise that Corbett had adopted tactics 
different from those he employed when he 
mot Jeffries at Coney Island, for instead 
of indulging in footwork, he persisted in 
staying close. Twice he landed blows over 
the champion’s heart, while Jeff succeeded 


fonly in inflicting glance blows. 


As Corbett put a third right to the cham- 
pion’s heart Jeff laughed and sald, “Ah, 
that’s good,"’ but the blow Gd not phase 
him for arn instant. The first round 
showed one thing conclusively, that Jef- 
fries had taken on a surprising lot of 
epeed, while Corbett did little or no fancy 
work.

In the sparring, which ensued to the end 
of the round, Jeffries exhibited the most 
remarkable improvement ever seen in a 
champion or any other fighter. His speed 
was simply astonishing for a man of his 
great weight, and as Corbett showed but 
little speed even his admirers lost heart 
and began to figure on how long he would

ge they came to the center in the third 
Corbett wore a somewhat anxious look, but 
as he got to work it was noticeable that 
his speed was increasing, but not to what 
a majority of his followers expected it 
would. As Jeff swung for him he clinched, 
and in the get-away Jeffries landed hard 
on his neck. Corbett retaliating with two 
jults over the ribs. 


Blows Showed Champion’s 
Magnificent Physique. 


The magnificent physique of the cham- 
pion was shown in these blows, for while 
they would have caused an ordinary men 
to turn a hand-spring, they did not even 
cause a ripple in Jeffries’ flesh. 

Corbett, twice in as many rounds, it 
seemed. had to run away to avoid a rush; 
but once, in turning, he landed hard over 
the heart. Jeffries roughed his man in 
the clinch, which caused loud groans and 
hisses from the galleries. Jeffries grinned 
broadly at this and even took his eyes 
from Corbett long enough to glance in the 
direction of the najse. As he did so Cor- 
bett got in a left hook to the jaw, but he 
might as well have been bombarding 
Gibraltar with a putty blower for all the 
effect it had. 

Twice more Corbett landed with hooks, 
but Jeff kept his ready-made grin at work 
and forced his light antagonist about the 
ring. So far as blows went Corbett had 
the best of a rough round, but Jeff was 
walking up and indulging in considerable 
in-fighting. 


Cries That Jeff Had 
Fouled His Man. 


The fourth round was marked by con- 
siderable excitement because there were 
loud cries that Jeff had fouled his man, 
and Corbett, in getting away from a left 
in the stomach, slipped to his knees and 
took his time in getting up. As he slipped 
his friends gave a gasp and a murmur. 
as if from one man. ‘“‘It'’s all over’ was 
heard. But this was a false alarm, for 
Corbett got up as strong as ever, and 
fought cautiously antil the cidee. 

During the round Jeff fought like a mad- 
man in the clinches, but Corbett was in too 
close to do any damage. On the break 
Corbett succeeded in getting tn on the 
mouth and a right over the heart, but Jeff 
evened things up by landing on the chest. 
Corbett did a good deal of close jabbing, 
which did not even tantalize the big chap, 
who grinned constantly. 

The fighting was stopped for a few sec- 
onde because Jeffries’ glove had burst, but 
after Referee Graney had examined it he 
concluded that it was not serious enough 
to cause a discontinuance and the fight 
went on. 

Police Captain Mooney entered the ring 
to look at Jeffries’ glove, while Fitzsim- 
mons and Ryan went to Jeffries’ corner 
and cut off the glove. Another was im- 
mediately substituted, but not until 30 sec- 
onds of the fifth round had expired. 


Jeffries Fought 
For the Body. 


Jeffries fought for the body, Corbettt 
doing some fest stepping to keep away. 
Corbett did not seem to have a bit of forca 
behind his left-hand hooks and alternated 
with a short right over the heart. which 
seemed to be the best he had. Jer stood 
up straight and hooked Jim twice in the 
stomach. 

Corbett put the best blow thus far on 
Jeffries’ ribs, but got a left on the neck 
in return. Jeffries put a hard left hook on 
Corbett’s jaw, following it up with left 
and right for the body. Corbett held on 
and the gong rang. Corbett seemed to be 
tired. - He did not appear to have any force 
behind his blows. Mis old cutting left

At the opening of the sixth Jeffries took 
his crouching position and put left on 
Jim’s head.

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DANGEROUS GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The sketch of the accident at the grade crossing at Chouteau 
and Vandeventer avenues, in Friday’s Post- -Dispatch, shows to 
what extreme danger the people are exposed as long as such 
crossings are permitted to exist in the city. Three passengers 
on the street car with which the railway engine collided were | 
badly injured. One of them may die. But a glance at the sketch | 
will show anyone that the accident might have caused a@ score 
or more deaths. And at this and other grade crossings, life 
will be constantly imperiled unless special precautions are 
taken, pending the abolition of these crossings, which is the 
only complete solution of the problem. 

It is said that one of the causes of this accident was the 
failure of the transit company. to clear the tracks of the mud 
that had been washed there by the recent rains. It is outra- 
geous that human lives should be jeopardized from so slight a 
cause. Similar accidents in other cities should have made the 
company alert to clean the rails at crossings after every rain. 
Gates, watchmen and brakes are useless unless this is done. 

But while insisting on precautions, which in their nature are 
but expedients, the public should bring pressure to bear with 
the view of obtaining the necessary legislation to abolish the 
grade crossings. Chicago has done this, and the saving of hu- 
man life in consequence has been great. The next session of 
the legislature should not be permitted to go by without this 
essential duty being attended to. The most dangerous cross- 
ings should be abolished before the World’s Fair opens.

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., Aug. 1..—William 
Schley of Decatur township has resolved 
never again to cut a rattlesnake into 
more than two pleces. ,An experience 
which he had a day or two ago has con- 
vinced him that he may make two snakes 
out of one with impunity, but when je 
gets greedy and tries to make three there 
is apt to be trouble. Incidentally Mr. 
Echley has learned that as snake-bite 
medicine common chicken can give “cards 
and spades to whisky—a remedy which 
has been regarded heretofore as an indis- 
pensable adjunct to life in this mountain- 
ous region. 

It may be of interest to readers of the 
Post-Dispatch to know just how it feels 
to. be bitten by half a snake. and so Mr. 
Schley’s account of his experience is given 
as he told it. While he taiked he held 
& swollen and discolored right arm in 
a sling and sat dangling his legs from 
the platform outside the crossrcads Store 
near his home. A half dozen of his friends 
tood about and listened with awe at the 
recital, which had to be repeated as often 
as another man appeared on the scene. 

“It happened up here in Sharer's gap,” 
said Mr. Schley. “I started for a mess of 
huckleberries. After driving up through 
Bald Eagle vailey to the gap I hitched my 
horse and took my basket from the buggy.

A TAILORS’ TRUST 


Concern Hopes to Corner Clothing 
Market in Cities of 25,000 
or More. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NiEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The latest thing 
in trusts is to be known as the “United 
Tailors."’ Charics M. Schwab's millions are 
behind the scheme, which will be launched 

this city one week from tocay. 

eThe headquarters of the new concern will 
be at 4 Union square, in the building oc- 
cupied by the, Union Square Bank. Five 
branch stcres have already been leased tin 
various paris of Manhattan, and the pro- 
jectors say that, within 20 days, their stores 
will be in operation in large cities all over 
the country. 

The United Tailors will have the same re. 
lation to custom tailoring trade that the 
United cigar stores have to the retail cigar 
and tobacco business. 


The facts came out yesterday when P. A 
Schwab, an uncle of the former Steel Trust 
president, and David J. Wetch, for many 
years prominent in the woclen Industry, 
began closing contracts on a& mammoth 
scale.

to increase the number 
of stores in greater New York to 10 as 
{ast as the property can be leased and 
equipped, and to extend the business as 
quickiy as possible to every city in the 
unlon of 2,000 or more inhabitants, 

In two years’ time the trust ‘expects to 
have a chain of storea that will give em- 
ployment to d@ half million men. As soon 
a8 possible it will own milis for the manu- 
facture of cloth. both here and abroad. 

At present it has contracted for the en- 
tire output of one mill in Massachusetts 
and ts negotiating for mofe. 

A great central school will be established 
in New York at whieh cutters, trimmers 
and salesmen will be taught, and then 
sent out through the country to branches 
where their services may be required. 

The educational idea emanated from for- 
mer President Schwab, who says it is 
ust as necessary to educate ‘your men 
S the tailoring business as it is to teach 
steelwtrkers their trade. 

“We had not intended,” said Mr. Welch, 
“to make public our plans for another 
week, but, as they have leaked out, we 
prefer that the public should have ac- 
curate information to start with. 

“Every male inhabitant of the United 
States has got to wear clothes, and, as 
Mr. Schwab presents it, there are 300 
boys comin nto long pants every day.

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Belleville Choral Symphony Society 
Is Barred From the Pub- 
lic Hall. 


LIEDERKRANZ IS IN CONTROL 


Young Society Refuses to Apologize 
to. Liederkanz for Being 
Praised by Newspapers. 


A war of language is raging at Belle- 
ville. The Belleville Liederkranz, which 
speaks and sings German, has trained its 
batteries on the Belleville Choral-Symphony 
society, which speaks and sings English. 

The first move of the Liederkranz has 
been to deprive the Choral-Symphony of 
the opportunity to appear before the pub- 
lic. The Liederkranz has the proud dis- 
tinction of owning the only public hall in 
Belleville. It has had this distinction ever 
since the opera house burned down. The 
effect has been to make the Liederkranz 
reserved and distant toward the other or- 
ganizations of the city, which now and then 
have occasion to use a public hall. 

Notwithstanding that the Choral-Sym- 
phony is the offspring of the Liederkranz, 
the Ldederkranz has refused the Choral- 
Symphony the use of its hall. 

The reason given by the Liederkranz is 
that in newspaper articles which have ap- 
peared concerning the two societies the 
Choral-Symphony -has been placed in a 
more favorable light, as it appears to the 
members of the Liederkranz, than the IAe- 
derkranz. 

The Liederkranz demands that the Cho- 
ral-Symphony repudiate and apologize to 
the Liederkranz for these favorable critic- 
isms. The committee of arrangements of 
the Choral-Symphony has refused and it 
is certain that the society will refuse with 
greater emphasis Monday night, when a 
special meeting is to be held to reply to 
the demand of the Liederkrana. 


A few months ago there was a serious 
ruction in the WLiederkranz. The society 
had been dividing gradually into two ele- 
ments. The irreconcilable old Germans and 
the more progressive young members had 
been drifting apart. After the death of 
Director Feigenbutz. Prof. Ludwig Carl had 
been employed. He was imported direct 
from Germany. but he was young. and he 
had been in Belleville only a little while 
when he showed that he was trying to be- 
come an American as quickly as he could. 
By this he won the favor of the vounger 
members. The old members regarded his 
course with increasing disapproval. which 
culminated at the annual meeting in a de- 
cision not to retain Prof. Carl. 


American Society 
Is the Result. 


The young members left the hall in a 
body when this was done. and, building on 
a platform of Americanism and taking ad- 
Vantage of the general indignation over the 
manner in which Prof. Carl had been dis- 
rensed with after coming all the way from 
Germany, they formefl an American singing 
society stronger than the Liederkranz. 


The. new society wWwas- a marked success 
from the beginning. Feeling satistied with 
themselves the members did not manifest 


any ill will toward the Liederkranz, but, 
on the contrary, paid it homage as a parent 
organization... Members of the Liederkranz 
felt bitterly toward the Choral Symphony, 


and made it the butt of derision on. the 
streets and throiwel the German papers. 
Late in the spri the Choral Symphony 


ts first concert. To the 
surprise of many the Liederkranz rented 
the new society its hall. The Choral Sym 
phony decided to serve its music straizht—- 
without beer, soda and cigurs on the side. 
This was such u departure from the cus- 
toms of the Liederkranz that it received 
newspaper notice. 

To add to the distress of the Liedrkranz 
the praise ace by the newspapers to 
the new society following its first concert 
was unstinted. 

A formal demand was made on the Cho- 
ral-Symphony to disavow responsibility for 
the newspaper articles which had appeared. 
An officer of the society, in excess of ami- 
> merge £ prepared a resolution to that ef- 
fect, but there was such a storm of protest 
from the inembers that the resolution was 
quickly put to death. 


Refused Use 
of the Hall. 


The indignation of the Liederkranz slum- 
bered until the last meeting. Louis Wange- 
lin of the hail committee reported that he 
had rented the hall to the Choral-Symphony 
for certaln dates during the winter season. 
A member protested and insied that the 
hall should not be rented to the Choral- 
Symphony until it had repudiated the 
newspaper compliments. Approval of the 
action of Mr. angelin was withheld and 
a resolution was adopted calling up the 
Symphony to declare newspaper comments 


untrue.

The Choral-Symphony members refused 
pointedly and said they knew the society 
would not entertain the proposition. 

The Liederkranzg me re were firm and 
the conference broke up. The officers of 
the Synrphony have called a special meet- 
ing for Monday night to take final action 
m4, the demand of the Liederkranz. 

The indications are that the next move 
will be made by the Choral-Symphony.

One Day’s Investigation of Eads 
Bridge Transportation Gives 
Idea of the Service. 


Eads bridge is used to less than half its 
capacity, although every merchant and 
manufacturer in St. Louis is begging for 
freight that he cannot get. 

A record ef trains crossing the bridge 
between 9:25 o'clock in the morning and 
4:55 o'clock in the afternoon, Aug. 13, shows 
that & train crossed on the average only 
once in nine minutes, whereas the Terminal 
association’s own rules give the bridge and 
the tunnel a capacity of one train every 
four minutes. 

The railroad managers say this condition 
exists because the industrial tracks at 
factories and warehouses are crowded with 
cars, which must be unloaded and removed 
before more can be brought over. 

Merchants and manufacturers deny this 
statement-and a canvas of them by the 
Post-Dispatch shows that instead of hav- 
ng more freight than they can unload 
their tracks are empty and they are mak- 
ing every effort to have cars delivered to 
them. 

As further indication of how the Ter- 
minal has not tried to relieve the freight 
congestion Eppes are recalling that for 
several weeks after the flood the Merchants’ 
bridge was closed to traffic while perma- 
nent repairs were being made, whereas, 
they say, temporary repairs might have 
been complete in a few days and the 
bridge thus put into service until the 
crisis was past. 

The record of trains crossing the Eads 
bridge Aug. 13 shows that the average time 
between them was nine minutes. The max- 
imum time elapsing between two trains 
was 37 minutes and the minimum 3 min- 
utes. This includes freight and passenger 
trains and engines without trains. 


Details of the 


Miserable Service. 

During the seven hours there were 5392 
freight cars hauled across westbound, of 
which 90 were empty, and 292 eastbound 
most of them loaded with cattle. 

There were altogether 52 trains, of which 
25 were ssenger trains and 5 merely en- 
gines without cara The average length 
of the ereignt trains was 27 cars, the long- 
est containing 37 cars and the shortest 4. 

The effect of such service on the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of St. Louis ts 
evidenced in the following letter from 
Funsten Bros. & Co., commission mer- 
chants: 

Editor Post-Dispatch. 

Dear Sir: To show the very horri- 
ble service which is rendered to the 
citizens of St. Louis by the railroads 
of St. Louis, we state the following: 

On July 1 we gave them an order to 
ship car No. 12,864. bones, to Em- 
pire Carbon Works, East St. Louis, 
and up to Aug. 1, one month later, 
the car had never reached its desti- 
nation. So we wrote to the railroad 
for information as to where the car 
was, but no reply came to our let- 
ter. On Aug. 4 we wrote to F. X. 
Roederer, agent Merchants’ Termi- 
nal. and from our letter we quote as

follows: “Car was delivered .to the 
Merchants’ Terminal for the Empire 
Carbon Works at 2:30 Juiv 4." Uj; 
to this date we have never received 
a reply to this letter. Then on Aug. 
10, the car not having reached its 
destination, Wwe wrote-agcin to F. 

Roederer arent Mer ‘nanis Tera mad, 
and quote the letter verbatim: “Nex‘ 
attached we hand you carbon copv 
of letter which we wrote to vou on 
Lug. 4, now one week ago. The facts 
being that we delivered to vour com- 
pany, now over one month ago, a car 


to go from St. Louis to East St. Louis. 
Of course you Know of the horrible 
service that your company is render- 
ing to the citizens of St. Louis, and 
vet, even in spite of that. we think 
we are entitled to a reply when we 
dare ask what vou have done with the 
car after having had it for overa 
month. This letter requests that you 
reply to our letter and give us the in- 
formation.” It is now Aug. 14, and 
we have received no reply to this 
letter, and weMave no information of 
the delivery of the car. 

Can't you use the good offices of vour 
paper to have half-way decent service 
rendered to the much imposed upon 
merchants of this city by the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal association. Yours 
truly, FUNSTON BROS & CO. 

P. S—The above is only one {nstance. 
We have vast numbers of cars that 
have such service—as for instance on 
July 16, we gave an order to them to 
bring a car of oats from East St. Louls 
to St. Louis. This car did not reach 
St. Louis until Aug. 7. This was over 
three weeks in coming frormfh East St. 
Louis to §8t. Louis, and such service 
is being rendered to us all the time.
